Baltimore, Md., November 2.-——Turn- 
ing for a few hours from the stress 
of politics to the calmer field of mis- 
sions, former President Roosevelt was 
introduced here tonight to a gather- 
ing of Methodist bishops and laymen 
as -“Theodore Gift-of-God Roosevelt.”

Falsehood Charged to the Colonel. 

Mr. Dix devoted the greater part of 
@ 3,000-word speech to a denunciation 
of Theodore Roosevelt. He charged 
the former president with wilful false- 
hood in repeating the accusation for 
which Mr. Dix, in his Buffalo speech, 
demanded an apology. He declared 
that Colonel Roosevelt, “because <-f 
what he deems to be his political ne- 
cessity of the hour,” struck hands and 
made political alliance with William 
R. Hearst, whom four years ago Roose- 
velt had “publicly branded as responsi- 
ble for the assassin’s bulket which 
made him president.” 
Leaving the subject of Roosevelt, 
the candidate returned to charges of 
republican extravagance. He prom- 
ised a democratic administration would 
reduce taxation and once more make 
it possible for the “average man” 
Save enough for a rainy day. 


For Downward Revision. 


He denounced the republican tariff 
policy, and declared himself for a 
downward revision of the tariff. 

“This campaign,” said Mr. Dix, “like 
s0 many in the past, involves ques- 
tions of policy and expenditure; of re- 
form and retrenchment and the other 
questions which necessarily have to 
do with carrying on the well-ordered 
business of government. 

“Such questions would have been 
settled in the usual way by appeals to 
reason And to experience and by that 
application to common sense judg- 
ment, which is so distinguished an at- 
tribute of the average American.

ernment of the people and by the 
people, 

“Never before have we, in our his- 
tory, had so much occasion to blush 
for the conduct of a man who has 
been the first citizen of our country, 
and no greater and more striking dif- 
ference could be found in our history, 
between the last republican president 
and the illustrious men who preceded 
him in office, than is found by their 
conduct after they had retired from 
the great office which they had held. 


The Colonel and Other Presidents. 


“Look for a moment upon the man 
who is now rushing up and down the 
state shouting, threatening, abusing

OLOFIELD LOSES 
CASE IN COURT 


Judge Bell Refuses to 
Grant Injunction Suit. 


Noted Racer Cannot Ride at 
the Speedway as Court De- 
clines to Enjoin the American 
Association That Had Forbid- 
den Him to Ride. 


Judge George L. Bell, of the Fulton 
superior court, last night smashed the 
hopes of auto enthusiasts who have 
gathere@ for the big races, which be- 
gin today, when he refused to grant 
the injunction of Barney Oldfield, the 
dare-devil racer, against the American 
Automobile Association, which had for“ 
bidden him to contest in the events on 
the ground that be had violated certala 
rules of the same for which he was 
suspended severa] weeks ago. After 
hearing the arguments and evidence in 
the cage, Judge Bell stated that, al- 
though he would like to see Mr. Old- 
field race, he felt that the facts in the 
case did not authorize him to gran 
the injunction. 

The hearing consumed over three 
hours, during which time the court- 
room was filled with a number of in- 
terested spectators and auto enthusi- 
asts, as well as several of the -well- 
‘known fellow racers of the “Speed 
King” and officials of the Atlanta and 
American associations. Oldfield was 
represented by Attorneys Slaton and 
Phillips and the American Association 
by Attorney Luther Z. Rosser, W. D. 
Thompson, of the firm of Candler, 
Thompson & Hirsch, appeared for the 
Atlanta Automobile Association. Par-- 
dington, Fred Wagner, S. M. Butler and 
Charles Ryan, officials of the Ameri- 
can Association; 
president of the Atlanta Association, 
and other prominent racing enthusi- 
asts, including Oldfield himself, were 
present, and closely followed the argu- 
ment in the cage. 

Oldfield’s Side of the Case. 

Attorney Slaton opened the hearing 
by stating Oldfield’s side of the case. 
He said that Oldfield, a professional 
driver, and earning his living by auto- 
mobile racing, had come to Atlanta, 
bringing his big Benz car, which, 16 
had had designed to his own ideas, and 
whieh was valued at $14,000, to con- 
test in the races. He stated that he 
was under specific contract. with th? 
Atlanta association, and that until he 
reached this city he was not informed 
that he would not be allowed to enter 
his car. He further pointed out the 
fact that the Atlanta association had 
offered him, outside of any prize 
money a bonus of $1,165 and $500 addi- 
tional, if he would come to the meet In 
order that he might be assured of 
some remuneration for coming. 

He stated that the American associa- 
tion had issued a license to Jack John- 
son. in evidence of which he exhibited 
a photographic copy of the document, 
and he claimed that the association 
either knew to whom it issued the 
license or its licenses are worthless, 
as it is willing to give it to whoever 
will pay the required $1. 

Oldfield’s contention was that he en- 
tered the race against Jack Johnson, 
not only because he wanted the money, 
but because ye wanted to see the negro 
put out of the running for all future 
events. He further claimed that the 
action of the American association 
practically amounts to confiscation, 
and renders his racer worth but a lit- 
tle more than $2,500, and that their 
action was without authority of law.

SPANISH FANATIC. 


BLEW UP MAINE 


So Declares Col Brady 
of U. S. Army. 


Brady One of Four Officers 
Who Investigated Disaster 
for United States—dZalvado, 
Who Touched Key that Ex- 
ploded Mine, Was Executed. 


Kansas City, Mo., November 2.—That 
Joseph E Zalv . a Spanish electri- 
cian, working in Moro castle, and prob- 
ably a fanatic, was responsible for the 
battleship Maine disaster, was the 
statement made here tonight by Colo- 
nel Jasper E. Brady, United States 
army. 

Colonel] Brady says he was one of a 
commission of four men who investi- 
gated the explosion and reported their 
findings to President McKinley. 

“Of course, I did not see this man 
turn on the switch which set free 
the powerful mines that caused the 
disaster,” said the colonel, “but the 
evidence in the case pointed directly to 
hig guilt. Three othor army officers, 
whose names I do not-care to give, and 
myself reported to the president that 
in our belief Zavaldo was responsible. 
He was later executed upon the com- 
mand of General Blanco. No one, how- 
ever, was ever able to learn for what 
reason.” 

Brother of Rector Brady. 

Colonel Brady, in the address last 
night at St. George's Episcopal church, 
had discussed the Maine disaster, and 
attributed it to a submarine mine ex- 
plosion. His statement brought forth 
denials from Washington, among other 
things, being that no military board 
had been appointed to investigate the 
case. Colone] Brady explains that the 
board never convened to make its re- 
port, but reported individually to the 
president. 


Colonel Brady was quoted in saying |

He denied today that he,made such a 
statement. 
of the Rev. Cyrus Townsend Brady. 
rector of St. George’s church, and au- 
thor.

New York, November 2.—It was an- 
nounced tonight that J. A. D. McCurdy, 
of Glenn H, Curtiss’ staff, will attempt 
to fly by aeroplane from the deck of a 
vessel 50 miles at sea to a point on 
Manhattan Island next Saturday.

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TO LIMIT THE FRANKING ABUSE. 


Postmaster General Hitchcock is reported to have approved 
a plan for restricting the abuse of the franking privilege, to be 
included in his next annual report as a recommendation to congress. 

The plan contemplates having all departments of the govern- 
ment, and members of congress as well, stamp their official mail. 
A special stamp will be provided for this purpose. 

: It is a natural, logical and business-like step toward eliminat- 
ing an abuse that has almost assumed the proportions of a national 
scandal. 

By means of these stamps it will be possible to tell at the end 
of each fiscal year the precise value of the service rendered to the 
government by the postoffice department. 

There.is now absolutely no way on earth of telling what this 
service is worth. First, second, third and fourth-class mail, com- 
prising everything, from letters to cedar chests, are now sent 
through the mail under official franks. Books, bulbs, seed, house- 
hold turnishings, and what not, are now carried by Uncle Sam for 
members of congress FREE. 

For this service, some of it legal and some of it not, there is 


The business-like plan would be to have every .piece of maila- 
ble matter pay its proper postage for the class to which it belongs. 
Special stamps to cover this postage could be furnished to depart- 
ments and to congressmen, and a record kept. 

Then limit the amount of matter whiche may be sent by any 
congressman. Whether the limit is pfaced at $1,000 a year or 
$5,000, let there be a lsmit fixed for this valuable service. If any 
individual congressman wishes to exceed the limit established as 
a reasonable one for all, he should be willing to pay the difference 
in cash. 

Under such a business-like working plan, the public and the

_The new plan of the postmaster general for handling official 
mail 1s certain to arouse vigorous opposition, and it is not at all 
certain that congress will consent to adopt it without strong 
pressure from the country.

Dean is Fined $500. 


Two suits against bailiffs of the 
justice of the peace courts were heard 
vesterday in the superior and city di- 
visions of the courts, and in both in- 
stances decisions unfavorable to the 
constables were returned. 

In Judge J. T. Pendleton’s court, Car! 
Lancaster, against whom other suits 
are pending, was tried for making an 
unwarranted levy against the property 
of Mrs. M. B. Bingham, and the jury 


|rendered a verdict for $250 for Mrs. 


Bingham. 


Mrs. Bingham said that Lancaster 


{came to her house to levy in satisfac- 


tion of a debt of her husband, B. L. 
Bingham; that she told him that for 
several vears her husband had no in- 
terest in her property; that she sup- 
ported. herself, and that all the furni- 
ture in the house had been bought and 
paid for by her. _Despite this, and de- 
spite her attorney's corroboration of 
these facts, Lancaster levied anyway, 
Mrs. Bingnam said, but that later, in 
Justice O. FP. Puckett’s court,. none of 
the prosecutors appearing, the furni- 
ture was returned. 

A suit to remove Lancaster from 
office is now pending. 

The other judgment was against J. 
W. Dean, formerly constable in Justice

Atlanta bankers, cotton seed oil 
men, cotton exporters, cotton mill men 
and fertilizer manufacturers have put 
themselves squarely behind the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce in the 
weevil con- 
ference here the latter part of this 
month, and have pledged themselves 
to do everything possible to make the 
meeting a success. 

Men representing these different in- 
terests met with the chamber com- 
mittee, which has the boll weevil con- 
ference in charge, yesterday after- 
noon. After hearing a talk by BE. 
Gentry, Georgia agent of the farm 
demonstration work of the United 
States department of agriculture, a 
resolution introduce@ by Colonel Rob- 
ert G. Lowry, of the Atlanta Clearing 
House Association, was adopted, in- 
dorsing the proposed boll weevil 
conference, which will be held on No- 
vember 22. The resolution also set 
out that it was the sense of the body 
that the fight on the weevil should be 
begun at once. 

Co-operation Promised. 

Colonel R. F. Wright, assistant com- 
missioner of agriculture, read a letter 
from Hon, James Wilson, United States 
secretary of agriculture, approving 
the conference, saying that !t Is wise 
to take time by the forelock in this 
matter and promising to send experts 
to the conference. Colonel Wright 
promised the co-operation of the state 
department of agriculture. 

Mr. Gentry made a talk of half an 
hour, describing his experience in 
fighting the boll weevil in Texas an 
the meang that would be necessary to 
succeed in Georgia. 

Mr. Gentry Impressed those present 
with the importance of the work done 
by the United States farm demonstra- 
tion work, which now has more than 
fifty men In Georgia teaching farm- 
ers how to tncrease their crops. He 
said that they had in one year in- 
creased the crops on 4,000 farms in 
Georgia by $150.000. He pictured the 
demoralization of. the farmers in Tex- 
as counties during the-firat two years 
after the boll weevil struck them 
and the final triumph of the farmers 
in their fight against the insect. 

Will Back Movement. 

J. K. Qttley seconded Colonel Low- 
ry in promising oo-operation of the 
bankers in the work of the chamber 
of commerce. 

E. P. MeBurney said the same for 
the cotton of] men, and H. C. Fisher 
and D. B. Osborne pledgeq the sup- 
port of the fertilizer -companies. 

J. & Akers spoke for the cotton 
merchants, and M. F, Hallahan for the 
implement dealers. 

Mr. Gentry was given a vote of 
thanks for coming from Jonesboro to 
address the meeting. 

The chamber of commerce cpmmit- 
tee was unanimously told to go ahead 
with the conference on November 22 
with full assurance of the support of 
all the interests represented.

“Wild Bob” Burman, long famous as 
a driver of Buick and Marquette-Buick 
racing automobiles. This premier of 
American Pilots, who is nowin Atlanta 
in readiness for the Speedway meeting 
which opens today, has a clever little 
Story to tell about his first experience 
as a racing driver. In view of the 
fact that he is the greatest jockey 
of them all in racing generalship, the 
story told by Burman actually becomes 
funny. 

Burman’s career as an automobile 
pilot for the Buick Motor Company 
covers a period of about three years, 
and in that space of time this fearless 
driver has crammed enough victories 
and thrilling adventures to mark him 
as one of the premier track generals 
of today. Burman teils his own story, 
and in its telling reveals his true na- 
ture——a nature which combines fear- 
lessness and daring with gentility and 
genius. “Wild Bob” is a mechanica) 
genius and few if any have had 
greater success in bringing about a 
successful end of their own desires in 
the manipulation of power-making 
machines. He is an untiring worker— 
constantly at it, morning, noon and 
night and never ceasing in his striving 
to better both his speed-making mon- 
sters and himself. Here is the story 
of Burman’s start in motor racing as 
he tells it: 

“In 1905 I was employed by an au- 
tomobile company in Jackson, Mich., as 
a tester. Into my hands came most 
of the machines for final inspection 
and trial. 
early period four-cylinder motors, I 
ran across one which seemed to have 
specially good speed-making possibili- 
ties. I hung onto it and subjected it 
to various experiments and through 
my efforts I finally obtained from it 


{ 


what [ thought was a fast, durable 
machine. In that same year a friend 
of mine, working for another automo- 
bile company, built a freak racing 
car and spegt several hundred dollars 
and several months’ time in complet- 
ing it. Finally he announced that it 
was done and invited, me to bring my 
machine out to the fair grounds rac- 
ing track in Jackson and try it out 
against his freak. 


“I told the manager of our factory 
what | was going to do and he went 
with me after supper one night. We 
lined up on the track and started in a 
6-mile race. The result was that my 
machine lapped the other machine and 
won handily by a mile. My friend who 
drove the other machine then urged 
me te enter the 60-mile race, an- 
nounced a few days iater, on the fair 
grounds track at Detroit. I was de- 
sirous of entering, but the factory 
manager objected, saying the machine 
was not fast enough and that the com- 
pany could notafford to start racing. 
After many hours of argument, I 
finally obtained his consent by agree- 
ing to pay my own expenses and 
those of my helps on the trip. To 
lessen the expenses, [‘started out from 
Jackson the night before the race, 
carrying one man, and drove to De- 
troit. 

“About 15 miles from Detroit I met 
with an accident and broke a piece 
of the mechanism of the machine. As 
I had no extra parts, there was noth- 
ing for me to do but return to the 
factory and get a new part. I took an 
interurban car and traveled haif the 


While I waa testing these night getting back to Jackson; hurried 


out to the factory and found an extra 
part; hurried ba@ck to another car and 
reached the site of my broken machine 
at 10:30 o’clock the morning of the 
race, 

“The contest was due to start at 1 


o'clock, and my helper and I worked 
like demons to get the car ready. At 
12:30 I started for the fair grounds 
track and drove into the grounds just 
as the cars were lining up fer the 
race. I took my place, and as nobody 
had ever heard of me or the car I was 
driving, no one paid particular atten- 
tion. I looked over the car to see that 
everything was all right, and about 
five minutes after my arrival the race 
started. It soon became evidertt to me 
that only one other car in the race had 
the speed my car did, and the other 
driver seemed to have the same idea 
so he started to ‘beat it’ In the early 
miles of the race and I stuck to him, 
It seemed to me we were going like the 
wind, although now such a pace would 
seem like a mere joy ride. I stuck to 
him mile after mile until the twentieth 
mile was reached; then something hap- 
pened to his car and he dropped out of 
the race. We had been several miles 
ahead of the rest of the bunch and I 
still retained the lead. 

“T did net know enough to take it 
easy, but kept on ‘beating it’ until the 
fifty miles had been made. Then 
found I had not only won the race, but 
had made 4 new world’s record for the 
fifty miles distance. 

‘That started me in the racing game 
and a little more than a year later I 
started in driving Buick cars. I am 
pretty well satisfied with the results I 
have obtained, but no victory has ever 
afforded me such a thrill of pleasure as 
did that on the fair grounds track at 
Detroit in 1905.” 

Burman’sa record during the »past 
three years of Buick driving attests to 
his wisdom of staying in the racing 
game, and yet that same wisdom seems 
entirely gone as he sits behind the 
whee] in his great white car and adds 
more luster to the fame of the name 
of “Wild Bob.”

viously. 

It can be worked successfully, and 
in its execution one foot at least re- 
mains on the ground, thus obeying the 
rules in that respect.

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 3@7 points on steady cables 
and a‘renewal of yesterday's late buy- 
“ movement which was supposed to 
reflect expectations of a bullish cen- 
sus report next week, owing to the 
rumors that early returns to the 
National Ginners’ Association pointed 
to a ginning of only 7,100,000 bales to 
November 1. There was considerable 
selling around the initial figures and 
some little irregularity in consequence, 
but with southern bulls giving sup- 
port, prices gradually worked us, with 
early sellers covering on the advance, 
until the market showed a net gain of 
about 5@10 points.

STOCKS WERE VERY DULL 
AND CHANGES TRIFLING 


Some Features of Market Po- 
sition Arouse Distrust 
Among the Operators. 


New York November 2.—The stock 
market remained auii to the point of 
stagnation today, reilecting tae sus- 
pension of operations on a iarge sale 
oy the powertui fmancial interesis 
which havesfostered the upward move- 
ment through the month of October. 
With the advent of dullness @nd 1neg- 
lect, there have emerged into view Va- 
rious features of the market position 
which arouse distrust and tend to cau- 
tion in the conduct of operations. The 
day's price changes in toe usually most 
active stocks were trifling. 

An example of the occasion for dis- 
trust is found in the incident of the 
erratic fluctuations in Creve.and, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago and St. Louis stock. 
The sale yesterday of a single 100- 
share lot of this stwk at 61, folowing 
sales the previous vey at 71, ama an 
immediate rebound to 70, gave rise to 
widespread comment and criticism. 
This resulted in a request to the stock 
exohange authorities to record the bid 
and asked quotations for the stock 
from time to time at less than 63%. 
Previous te. this week the stock had 
not sold under 70 during the present 
year, that price having been touched 
in the decline in Jyly. The smaliness 
of the transactions, which caused 


tne 


wide fluctuations, gave the impresssion 
that the stock was being used to con- 
vey an object lesson rather than be- 
ing subjected to important liquidating 
pressure or reflecting developments re- 
garding the property. The effect on 
sentiment was to suggest record of 
artificial valuations in some of the our- 
rent quotations. The violent effect on 
prices of the 100-share transactions 
in this case carried an unpleasant im- 
plication of the possible effect of pres- 
sure to sel] other stocks carried as col- 
lateral in loans in the event of calls 
for funds in-other directions. 

The day's developments in the mar- 
ket pointed to relaxation in the imme- 
diate future with the passing of the 
effect of the November settlements. A 
decline in foreign exchange rates here, 
and arise in the New York exchange 
in Chicago, both pointed to lightened 
pressure on New York money supplies 
from outside sources. Influx of $4,670,- 
000 gold to the Bank of England eased 
the situation there, and was conveyed 
outward to other money markets. he 
sub-treasury, however, increased its 
requisitions for cash on the New York 
banks. 

The expanded loan position and the 
insistent demands of western and 
southern banks for credits keeps alive 
salicitude over the working out of tre 
fall money requirements. The relative 
ease of the call loan market in New 
York is regarded, under the circum- 
stances, as perfectly illusory. The 
rate rose today to 4% per cent, mak- 
ing the highest of the fall season. The 
gathering of New York taxes was the 
immediate factor in the effect. Rates 
for time loan& were again marked up, 
but very little business was done in 
that department. 

Some str.ngth was shown by the 
copper industrials, which were movsd 
by the positive predictions of early 
improvement in the trade, rather than 
by actual developments. 

The price of copper metal rose in 
London again. The statement made 
by Chairman Gray, of the United States 
Steel Corporation, that early orders 
from the railroads were looked for, 
had little effect on that stock, which 
was less prominent in the dealings 
than of late. . 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $677,000. United States 
bonds were unchanged on call.
